On motion of Mr. Bradford, Mr. Rebert C. Fos- 
ter, of Davidson, was chosen, and conducted to the

‘The following written message was receivedfrom 
his excellency the governor, by Mr. Daniel Graham 
secretary of tate. + 
“Fellow Citizens of the Senate, ae 
and of-the House of Representatives. 
You are assembled, under the provisions of 
ihe Constitution, ta deliberate on the great con- 
cerns of-the state. Coming from the different sec- 
-tions, you are acquainted with the sentiments of 
your constituents in relation to the most prominent 
subjects of consideration, which will greatly aid 
you in the discharge of a trust so important and in-, 
teresting. Thus enlightened by the voice of the 
people, a spirit. of amity and mutual forbearance, is 
all that is necessary in the progress of your delibe- 
rations, to crown your labors with lasting benefits 
to our common couniry. It would be unreasonable 
to expect unanimity of sentiment on all subjects; 
but there would seem to be propriety in examining a 
measure proposed, not with a view of ‘asceftaining 
whether a particular town or county would be ben- 
ete orinjured by it, but exclusively as to its ef- 
a fect upon the true and permanent interests of the 
‘~wetate. A course of this kind will banish sectional 
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jealousies and local feelings;-those -never~ failing 
-sources, of inquietude which so often disturb the har- 
mony ofiegislation. .From me you may expect all 
the information my situation enables me to afford, 
and a, sincere and cordial co-operation, in every 
thing which may serve, to advance the prosperity 
and bappiness of the great body of the people. 

I have the satisfaction of commanicating to you, 


that the condition of. our circulating medium has - 


greatly improved since. your last session: that the 
difference between bank paper and specie, which 
a year ago, was at least twenty-five per cent. is now 
not more than four or five per cent. that there is 


no doubt of the entire solvency of the Banks, or of 


their ability to redeem their notes with specie; to 
do which, at aw early day, is understood to be the 
intention .of the Direetors_of those institutions. 
The moment of.the restoration ofa sound and dura- 
ble currency, ought tobe hailed asa jubilee to the 
state, and the earnest prayer of all should be, that 
Wwe may never again experience the evils of depre- 
ciated Bank paper, ‘and that our citizens may- pur- 
sue steadily, a system of industry and economy, 
which. will lead ‘to wealth and prosperity, without 
the aid of loans from Banks, or, otherwise; always 
- ruinous fo the best interests.of the agricultural part 
of the community. I mention the situation of .the 


ie 
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Banks as a subject.of congratulation to our country, - 
and not asone at this time requiring legislative ipn- , 


terposition; particularly as the pérsons having the 
management of those, institutions are unremitting in- 
their exertions to restore a specie circulation. | 


- In this country, where the Militia constitute our 


principal reliance in time of peace, as well as at the 
commencement of war their efficient organization 
cannot but present a strong claim to your consider- 
a‘ion. . oe 5 l i : : a i ~ k S 
When we take into view the obligations òf eyèry 


citizen to become acquainted with.the duties ofa » 


. soldier, we cannot but regret, that a system haf not 


1> 
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been heretofore adopted by Congress, in whoni fhe 
pəwers are completely vested, calculated to promote. 
the discipline and respectability of the militia of 
the United States. ‘heir neglect, however, only 
makes ìt the more necessary that we should act 
with enefgy on the subject; particularly as the dee 
fi.iency of our present militia laws is too: abvious to 
be urged. ‘Those who have witnessed our Regi- 
mental, Battalion and Company Musters, can bear 
ample testimony to this truth. Æt those places no- 
advancement is made in a knowledge of discipline, 
and the consequences of attending them are, loss of 
time, loss of money, and in numerous instances, the 
acquisition of dissipated habits, and certainly no 
increase of moral character. I cannot, thereforé, 
withhold the opinion, that it would be belter to re- 
pevl our’ present laws entirely, unless they can be 
amended, so as to make the militia what it is very 
desirable they should be, the real bulwark-and de- 
fence of our liberties. Courage, stimulated by the 
love of country, and aided by accidental circum~ 
stances, has given occasidnal victaries to undiscip-- 
Hned militia; but it would be folly to urge, that’ 
this species of troops-can be relied on, when opposed: 
to regular soldiers, whose skill in the art of war, 
and confidence in each other, constitute their glory 
and power. Nevertheless, it is equally true, that if 
your militia are properly organized and well’ discip- 
lined, commanded by officers who: have acquired’ æ 
knowledge of, and will discharge their duty, they 
will be found extremely useful in any war, in which 
onr country may unhappily be engaged. The'plan 
of organization which has always received my de» 
cided approbation, and one-which I conceive to be 
best calculated to give uséfulness to the militia, is 
to form them into three classes. The first class tor 
consist of young men from the age of eighteen to 
_ twenty-five years Fhe other two elasses to be: 
ak ofthebalance of theenrolled militia, of 
whom, except in time of war, no other duties should 
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Be required than fó meet twice a: yèar' for the put- 
pose of calling the roll, and-to.make.returns: of their 
strength.and condition: . The first class- #hwuld.pa- 
rade monthly, dressed: io a plain cheap uniform; and 


‘the arms furnished. by the’ United States for the ` 


militia, should ‘be appropriated exclusively fer their 


“wae... A portion of-this class should moreaver be rë- 


quired.fo.encamp together once: a year, in: the ten- 


‘tre. of brigades, ten days or two weeks; at such- sea- 


gon as would best suit the agricultural interest, for 
the purpose of being: trained. in all the -duties of the 
field and camp, incident to an active campaign. If 
an organization of this ‘kind takes place, the militia:

ticularly, applicable to the Judiciary, which ought

soto be.remembered that the changes which- have 
een lately made, amounted te only partial modifi- 
cations.of the old system, ‘and not to the adoption of 
anewone. Public.opinion appears te call for a 
consideration qf this subject; and it is greatly desi- 


rable that a change, if any, should be exfensive in 


its character, paying.due regard to the principles 


_ of the Constitution, and of good, government on the 


one hand, and to the evils of the-present system on 


- whose habits.and studies'‘lead them to the investiga 


the other. annd etndiee ead them to th with those 
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tion of ihis sabject, the more I have reflected on ft, 
‘the better l am satisfied. with the propriety of the 
course k have heretofore proposed, and 1 again -re-: 
commend its adoption. The leading features of the 
‘plan, are: One Court only, to try Jury causes- 
an able Court of the last resort, to decide on alt 
questions of Jaw,.having no original jurisdiction.and 
-to sitin very few places, anda separate Court of 
Equity. Itisconfidently believed thatifa plan of 
this kindcould be adopted, while it would secure 
the more speedy and correct determination of cau- 
ses, would be much less. expensive both to the. pub- 
lic and to the suitor, and would at the same time, 
@ansume in ifs operation much less of the time of 
the latter, thereby enabling him the better to attend 
to his otherinterests. — ` EE ni 
iThe great objects which.all well regulated: gov: 
-ernments have sought to attain, in the enaciment of 
_sriminaf laws, have been the prevention.of crimes, 
and the reformation of culprits. And’ it may be 
„assumed as an undeniable fact, tliat these ends are 
best secured bylaws mild in.their character, but 
speedy, certain and equitable in their administra- 
tion. To secure these valuable purposes,a revision 
ofaur criminal laws, and the establishment ofa Pen- 
ttentiary, are thought to be advisable. The ex- 
pense attending. the erection of a Penitentiary,. 
‘which has heretofore formed the principal ohjectior 
iz entitled to litle weight, when properly examined 
and understood. Certainly a considerable sum of 
money would be necessary for that purpose; but it 
is a fact susceptible of the clearest proof, that the 
amount paid by the state, for the confinement of 
criminals, afler conviction, would, in the course of 
afew years, at most, be sufficient to build a Peni- 
tentiary: and when completed, if judiciously mana- 
ged, it would defray its own expense, by fhe labor. 
of culprits. In any steps which may be taken in 
this miter, we can derive great advantage from the 
‘experience of others, Reports. can be procured 


Som the different penitentiaries; now in the United - 
States, farnishing-all-the information which ‘may. be - 
gehired. This-would enable: us ta adopt -that plan 
which has:obtained the most general-sauction. The- 
subjectis presented to your consideration from a 
full conviction, that. the happiness’ of society will -be 
more secure, and the eads:of. justice and -humanity. 
Detter advanced, by condemning the guilty to:soliti - 
xy imprisonment, hard labor, & coarse diet, than by’ 
the disgusting public exhibitions ofthe enforcement: 
of our criminal laws, at the pillory & whipping post. 
A revision of the lawe-authorising: a change of. 
venue, is thoughtto. merit: your attentions At pre- 
gent it if usual for. persons charged with crimina 
offences, to put off-their trial. under various preien- 
aces as longas possible, and then apply fora change 
of venue, upon the alleged ground that they cannot. . 
geta trial free from prejudice, when in fact:that’ is. 
what they often wish to avoid. The -delay, thus 
poea in the adm‘nistration of justice, generally. 
eads toan acquittal, even of the most guilty; par» 
ticularly, as owing to various circumstances, ït is- 
found difficult te procure the attendance of all: the - 
material witnesses jn a distant cousty, and the state 
is obliged to proceed with the -trial without being 
entirely ready. An additional evil is, that it impo- 
ses a charge of from ten to fifteen thousand dollars 
upon the state. Í submit for your consideration, - 
whether it would not be proper that applications 
for change of venue should be made at the first trial: 
term; and the fact that a fair and impartial trial. 
oould not be had in the’county where the suit may 
have been commenced, should be supported by the 
evidence of disinterested and- respectable persons: 
For can it be admitted that a man’s ‘oath is entitled 
to the usual credit; who believes that his life is in 
danger, or that an ignominious punishment is the 
consequence ‘of his conviction? | 
Inthe month of April -last, I received -a -letter 
from His Excellency the- Governor of Kentucky, ine 
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‘forming me, that that state had passed-e law, a cw. 
py of which he enclosed, and which is herewith laid. 
before you, appropriating the vacant Jands,.in the. 
state of Tennessee, belonging to that state, between , 
- Walker’s line and the line of latitude. 36 deg. 30. 
min, as agreed upon by the treaty of -1820,, settling 
the boundaries between the two states; and - that a. 
Surveyor had been appointed to run the latter line’ 
from Tennessee river to the top of Cumberiand 
mountain; and-requesting’a corresponding appoint- 
ment on the part of ‘Tennessee, witha view to asat- 
isfactory and correct ascertainment of the line.— 
As, however, no-authority was vestedin the Execu-, 
‘tigg, either by the treaty or otherwise, I was una- 
ble to meet the viewsof Kentucky in that respect, and 
the line,.as established by Alexander and Munsall, 
some years ago, has been run by. the-Kentucky.Sur- 
yveyor, without any participation on the part of this 
state. itis. for you to determine the course fo, be 
‘pursued in this: matter; and if. you are satisfied 
‘with the line, as-run by the Kentucky. Surveyar,. 
there would seem nothing left for your. consideration 
but, tọ make provision for refunding, tke money fer“ 
Lands entered by aur citizens, under the act of 1823, 
to which Kentucky haz an indubitable right, by the 
treaty of baundary. Your early attention fo this. 
pusiness will lead to a correct understanding of the 
rights of the parties interested, and prevent unplea-. 
sant little quarrels, which the present unsettled state ` 
0° things is almost certain to produce, between . the 
inhabitants living on the borders of the two states. 
I was much gratified in the opportunity afforded, 
of carrying into effect, the resolutions of the last 
session, unanimously adopted, in relation to the re~ 
éeption of General Lafayette. He, onhisrapidtour . 
through the Southern and Western states, arrived at’ 
Nashville early in May, where preparations had 
been made previously, to receive- him in accord= 
ance with the wel] known, grateful and patriotic fee- 
lings of the citizens of Tennessée.” And for the 
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¿purpose of sustaining, in some degree, the military 
< gharacter ofthe state, m the presence of an individ- 
al so distinguished throughout the world, the at- 
tendance of the uniform volunteers of Davidson and 
-the neighboring counties, was requested; and f 
state, with great pleasure, that they complied with 
the utmost alacrity; having spared no expense in 
equipping themselves in the most beautiful style. 
Their orderly ‘conduct, during twelve days they 
were encamped in the vicinity of Nashviile; the 
improyement they made in discipline; and, above - 
-all, the correctness with which they discharged theii 
duty, on -the day of the General’s arrival, entitle 
them to the sincere thanks and gratitude of the 
state. The sum expended on that memorable occa- 
sion, amounts to only thirty four hundred and fifty- 
«two dollars and eighty seven and a half cents, the 
vouchers for which are in my possession. I request 
that you will cause them to be examined. in such 
way as you may deem most preper. . It is due to the 
citizens of Nashville to say, that but for their liber- 
ality, the expenditure would necessarily have been 
much greater. A few of the Commission Merchants 
-yoluntarily furnished abundance of Sugar, Coffee, 
and many other articles, for the use of the volun- 
teers. Other persons contributed invarious ways; 
-and all seemed actuated by a laudable detire to prc» 
mote unanimity and harmony of. feeling, which that 
extraordinary occasion so eminently required. 

I cannot forbear expressing the cpiricn that the 
time has arrived when Tefrnessee should take. an 
immediate interest in the adoption of scme plan to 
promote interna] improvements; a'nun ber of our 
sis.er states are actually. employed in this way— 
and when we consider the vast advantage which cur 
agricultural and commercial interests would derive 
from such improvements, we are led te lepe. that at 
levst, the incorporation .of companies for the cons 
stroction of roads, will rot be objected to;and thata 
sum will be appropriated eset to employ engi-

neers to ascertain the probable expense of clearing 
out our principal navigable rivers. —, l 

It is pleasing to reflect on the prosperous and haps 
py condition of the state:—Our citizens are no jon- 
ger oppressed by pecuniary embarrassments; they 
bave been relieved by economy and their own ex- 
ertions, and not by the passing of laws interfering 
between debtor and creditor, which never fail to in- 
jure the interests of both, Our population is in- 
creasing with astonishing rapidity: we enjoy an,un. - 
usual portion of good health, and our fruitful soil 
gurnishes abundance to reward fhe labour of the 
husbandman, 

For these blessings and all others, we are indebts 
ed to beneficent Providence, to whom we must look- 
dor every good and perfect gift.

' ber shall come inte the house with his head uncev- 
ered, and shall continue so at all times, when the 
senate is 111 sessions = 

2d. When the speaker has taken the chair, and 
two thirds of the members are present, the clerk © 
shall read the journal of the preceding day. 

8d. When the journal or other public documents 
are reading, and while a member is speaking, there 
shall be no interruption, the attention of each mem 
ber is expected. 

4th. Every member, when he speaks, shall address 
himself to the speaker or chairman, as the case may 
be, who shall give his attention by naming the mem- 
ber, who, when he has finished, shallsit down. 

5th. When any motion shall be before the senate, 
and not properly understood, the speaker may ex- 
plain it, but shall not attempt, in such explanation, 
to influence by argument or debate» 

6th. If two or more members shall rise tospeak . 
at the same time, the speaker shall decide which - 
shall have the preferrence. 

7th. The speaker may‘debate on any. question 
proposed, according tothe rules of the senate, pros 
vided he leaves the chair, and speaks before the ay 
guments are closed.

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we remember them with pleasure, proudly indulg, 
fing a hope that in after jimes, when generations 
Shall have passed away, some daring citizen, nerved- 
with patriotic firmnessa,may emulate- the achieves 
meéats which you will have left in history’s page, and 
afford a like protection and deliverance to his coun 
try. i ee 

It is not sir, your military career alone which bag 
‘induced the affectionate reg¢rd of your fellow citie 
zens towards you, not merely in the , tented_ field, - 
pressed hy difficaltics, and surrounded by dangers 
have they scen you, but in private life, where the 
unbending nature of the soldier, yields to the repose 
of domestic quiet, they have beheld you engaged in 
civil life—in the council’ of your country, aiding in 
the permanent establishment of liberty and liberal 
institutions.

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foo unskilled ‘in the political world to suppose. that 
the representative on any legitimate gruund could 
stand jn fearless opposition to those whose confi» 
dence he shared,, ahd whose agent he was, to exe~ 
cute their wishes and their will. In your success 
buoyant hope had told us, that we might look for 
equal vigilance and edse to. every section of our 
country, and to a restoration of those almost obso- 
lete Republican feelings and habits which once so 
happily characterised our nation. Though disap- 
pointed in our expectations, we are yet consoled by 
the happy reflection, that throughout the contest you 
sustained yourself with your accustomed propriety: 
and forbore even at the close to derive to yourself 
any advantage which selfish considerations, and @ 
hope of self advancement could suggest. Such dê- 
portment and political firmness, defeat was more 
glorious than success without it. .

Tothe Han. thé Speakers of the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the State of Tennessee. 
. Two years ago, by the unsolicited suffrage of the 
legislature, Iwas preferred to the situation at pre- 
‘sent occupied by me, of Senator in Congress. Pur- 
seiing the.principle by which J have ever been go- 
verned, “neither to seek after, nor-decline office,” 
the appointment .conferred was. accepted. Aware 
of the practice whick had long prevailed, of. selecting 
frem each extreme.of the.state, a person for the high 
and responsible situation of Senator; I felt regret at 
being brought forward to disturb a system which 
* had so long obtained: yet, in asmuch.as the legis- 
dature, without any knowledge or understanding on 
my part, had called me to the situation, itavas im- 
possible-ta withhold my consent, and accordingly 
ihe.appointment was, tho’.reluctantly.accepted. Not 
however, without its being professed by :my frionds, ~ 
thata longer term-of service than one congress 
would neither be required or expected. That ser- 
viceshas been:performed. I was still pondering and 
in doubt, whether exceptions to my resignation

tefore confided... 

Oje inducement:to my determination is, that tra- 
yelling to the city of Washington twice a-year, im- 
poses no inconsiderable fatigue; and-aitho’ this isa, 
miner consideration, and cne -which would have 
been met cheerfully, if business invelving the inter- 
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éit off our Nappy country had required the exettioh 
—yet | am aware of nothing of great’ national im-. 
portance which is likely to come before congress, 
excepting a subject that you bave lately had before 
your body—the amending the constitution of the, 
United States, în relation to the choice of a Chief 
Magistrate. Upon this: matter, I greatly doubted 
Whether it migbt not bë my duty again to appear in 
the Senate, and extend my feeble aif towards pro- 
ducing an alteratiow, in which great interest with 
the people of the United States exists; and on which’ 
the security of our republican system may depend. 
But having been‘advised of a resolution of jour 
honorablé body, presenting agaia my name to the 
American people for the aflice of Chief Magistrate 
of this unióñń, Í could no longer hésitate on thé 
course 1 should pursie? ‘doubt yielded to cer 
tainty, and I determined forthwith to ask your in- 
dulgence, to be excused from any further service: in 
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Thus situated —my name presented to the frec- 
men of the United States; for the first office known 
to the Constitution, 1 could not with any thing of 
approbation on my part, cōnseht either to urge or 
encourage dn alteration, which m'ght weat the ap- 
-pearance of being induced by selfish considerations 
or bya desire to advance thy own views, I feel a thos 
rough and safe conviction, that ifnpetation would be, 
iH founded, and that nothing codld prompt me to a- 
ny active course, on that sabject which my judgment 
did not approve; zet as from late events it might be 
inferred that thé prospects of your recommendation 
could he rendered probable only by tlie people kav- 
ing the choice given ta thet dirett, abundant reom 
would be offered to ascribe any exertions of mine to 
causes appertaining exclusively to myself. Imputa- 
tions thus made Would be exiréthely ifksam to any 
person of virtuous and independent feelings: they 
certainly prove so tome, and hence the determin: 
ation tovetire from a Bi oy whére ètrong suspi 
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xion tight at least attach, and with great seeming 
jfropriety. f hasten therefore to tender this, my 
resignation, Into the hands ofthese who conferred it 
that in the exercise of their constitutional rights, 
they may confide it to some one deserving their con- 
fidence and approbation.

corrective should be applied; and tunder such cir- 
cumstances, it is the duty of the people to see, that 
one is provided, ‘There is no truth more sacred: in 
polities, and ‘none more conclusively stamped upon. 
ali tbe staite constitutions, as well as the Federal 
constitution, than that, which requires the three 
great departments of power, the Legislative, Ju- 
alicial and Exectitive, to be kept separate and apart, 

ut simple and manifest as this truth is, the difficul- 
ty of arming it, in practice with constitutional ree 
s‘raints, still remains, and presentsa ques’ion, wheth- 
er the wisdom and virtue of the present generation, 
ith a view to amendment in this important matter 
may not be usefully employed. Gratitude to the 
. Founders of our happy government cannot be lessen- 
“ed by honest efforts on our part ta improve or rath- 
rr fortify the blessings which hate been transmiit- 
Gito us with such additional guards as experience 
has proved to be necessary. Upon thia principle, I 
venlare fully to accard with yau in the coutemplat- 
a change proposed fo the constitwtion; and indeed 
ævud gə firther, With a view to sustain more efe 
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‘fectwatly in practice, the axiom, which divides the 
three great classes of power into independent con- 
-gtitutional checks,-I would impose a provision ren. 
dering any member of Congress ineligible to, office 
under the General Government during the teim fur 
- Which he was elected: and for two yosrs thereafter, 
- except in cases of judicial ofice; and these T would 
except, for the reason ; that vacancies‘in this depart 
“ment are not of frequent occurrence., And becatse 
‘tio barrier shou'd be interposed in selecting fo the 
- bench, men of the first talents, and integrity.” Their 
trusts and dutics being of the ‘most rezponsible kind 
the widest possible range should be permitted, that 
judicious and safe selections might be nade. The

because without remeify. . * 

The effect of such.a constitutional provision is 
obvious. By it, Congress fna considerable degree 
would be’ freed from that co; nection with the Exc- 
cutive Department, : which at present gives strong 
ground ofapprehension and jealousy: on the part óf 
the people. Members, instead of being liable ta be 
withdraw from legislating on the great -isiterest of 
the nation, through prospects of executive patron 
age, would be more liberally confided in by their 
constituents, while their vigilance would be less in- 
ierrapled by ‘party excitement. Calculations from 
‘fntrigue and management would fail, nor would their 
- deliberationg, or the investigations of subjects con- 

sume so much time, ` T'he morals of the conntry- 
would be improved; and virtue uniling*with the Fa- 
bors of the Representatives, aud with ‘the cfficial 
ministers of thé taw; would tend to perpetuate the 
_honor and glory of the Government. © _ 
Butif this ehtinge in‘the constitution should not 
þé obtained, and important appointments continue to 
devolve upon the Representatives in Congress, it rë- 
quires no depth of thought to be convinced, that’ 
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cormiption will become the order of ihe day, and 
that under the garb of conscientious sacrifice to eg- 
tablish precedents for the public good, evils of seri- 
ous importance to the freedom and prosperity of the 
republic, may arise. It is through this channel, that 
the people may expect to be attacked in their consti- 
‘tational sovereignty and where tyrarny may «ell 
be apprehended fo spring up in some faycurable 
emergency. Againat such inreags, every guard 
ought to be interposed, and none better occurs, than 
that of closing the suspected avenues with some ng- 
cessary coustitutional restriction . 
We know human nature to be prone taeyil, We 
are carly taught to pray, that we may not be led 
into tepnptation, and hence the opinion that by com 
stitutional provisions all avenuea to temptation, on

The committee to whom. was referred the bill di- 
recting the sate of certain tracts of land in this state 
“Faid offfor the use of schools under the authority of 
a law ef Congress, passed in the year 1806, - and 
proytding for the equal distribution of the proceeds 
pf said sales amongst the different counties in this 
state, have had the same under consideration, and 
from the most carefuland diligent examination of 
the subject therein contained, beg leave to submit 
the following report: T 

It appears that in the year 1789, North Carolina; 
by anact of the Legislature, authorised the senators 
in congress from that'state to convey by sufficient 
deed or deeds, all the right, title, deed or claim’ 
which it had to‘the sovereignty and vacant soil of 
‘what is now.called the State of Tennessee, to the 
General Government, and that -a conveyance was 
accordingly made on the 25th day of February 1790, 
and a title to fhe soil thereby vested in the general 
government: North Carolina reserving only the 
right of issuing warrants, and perfecting titles to 
all claims against the state for military services or 
otherwise; and that the terri-ory thus ceded, was, 
by alaw of Congress, admitted into the anion in 
1796. Soon aftcr this Tennessee manifested a strong 
desire and wish that North Carolina would trans- 
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fer toitthe right of perfecting all claims, which 
North Carolina had the right io do by the cession 
act, this North Carolina subsequently agreed to do; 
and inthe year 1804 passed a law authorising the 
state of Tennessee upon the assent of congress be- ` 
ing obtained to perfect all such claims by grant. . 
Congress by apjat} passed in 1806 gave assent to 
this law and conveyed to Tennessee all the country 
lying nerth and east of a certain discribed line in 
- order to invest it with the power of carrying this 
law of North Carolina into effect; reserving all the 
-vacant soil lying south-and west of said line and fur- 
ther declaring as follows: that the state of Ten~= 
nessee Shall appropriate one hundred thonsand a- 
eres, which shall be located in one entire tract with- 
in the limits.of the lands reserved-to ‘the Cherckee 
Indians by an act of the state of North Carolina en- 
titled an act for the opening the land office for the 
redémption of specie -and other certificates and dis- 
charging the arrears due to the army parsed in the 
ear one thousand seven hundred and eighty three; 
ahd shall be for the use of two colleges one in ihe 
east and one in west Tennessee to be established 
by the legislature thereof, and one hundred thousand 
acres iz one tract within-the limits last aforesaid for” 
the use of academies, one in each county in said 
state, to be established by the legislature therecf;” 
which said several tracts shall be located on lands

~ these conditions, that is, after laying off college.and 
“academy lands, 2d shool lands, and thirdly perfects 
„ing all the North Carolina claims the residuem if 
any was to belong to the state of Tennessee and this 
congress provides in a subsequent section, shall not 
be sold for a sum less that two dollars per acre. 
-Soon after this law of congress was passed, a pur-

The land in all the old counties fit for 
cultivation having been-previous to 1806 entered by 
North Carolina claims, noschool land was laid off 
“ia them under the provisions of this law; Ín 1817 
another treaty was held with the Cherokee Indians 
by which the Hiwassee district was acquired and 
the law of congress authorising the state to lay off 
school lands tiorth and east of the line, applying te 
this section of the state algo, in every township there 
school lands has been laid off likewise; the question 
then arises, whether the state of Tennessee has by 
thislawof congress acquired such a vestiture of 
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righi t@those lands, as-will authorise ıt to conve. — 
them to a purchaser by a deed ın fee simple—to 
come to acorrect conclusion, it will be necessary 
for us to remember, that the general government* 
acquired these lands from North Carolitia, by a deeds 
of conveyance and that unless it has by w subse=" 
-quent sct, conveyed them to the state of Tennessee” 
to the same éxtent; Tennessee cannot now convey. 
them to others, so as, to make them lawful titles. 
The committee believes it would be useless to enf 
quire whether congress ever directly conveyed those 
Jands to the state of Tennessee in a way that would: 
authorise her to exercise ownership Over them in 
right of herself; that cannot be. contended for, fat? 
.the right to sellithem as contemplated by the bill’ 
“submitted -to your committee must be looked’ for ït- 
the character of an agent to the general govern-

Your com- 
mitttee invite attention to the words of the compact 
and beg leave to ask why is this marked ‘differente 
in the phraseology between that parf appertaining 
io colleges and academies and that part respecting 
common schools, if the design and purposes of the 
general government were not also different.” If it 
were contemplated that the 640 acres in each six 
miles square located. for the instruction of children, 
should be subject to the will of the legislature and 
be sok as pe college and academy lands, how does 
it happen that this was not expressed and an object 
so important estirely concealed. -Thése clauses’ 
ure in immediate succession in the compact; one di- 
rectly following the other, and if the intenfion óf 
the United States, relative to’ eath grade of schools, 
were the same, we are at a loss to discern any reás 
son for this remarkable difference ìn- the language 
employed. Whenitis inquired by what authoritylaws 
have becn passed for the sale of college and acadé- 
mny@ands, we answer with confidence that the comt 
pact confers that authority. - But we have lookedfn 
vain for such answer to any enquiry about our pow- 
ers over the school lands; in no part of the instru- 
ment is such power to be found in express terms, 
Nor can it be collected by fair inferrenceor reason- 
able implicatiom. In our case the lands were ex» 
‘presly directed to be sold and thé proceeds to be 
vested, &c. wec. Therefore thé intention‘ of édh- 
gress is clearly pointed out, but the laridsset apart 
tor common schools were not to be sold; they were 
to remain forever, and this as your committee is- 
‘forced to admit and. be'ieve, is the’ only reason 
which can be assigned for the difference in the terms

k is however contended that the power to se!k 
thowgh not given In precise and express terms,.it
